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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 08/17/2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The amendment to the claims changes the scope of the claim and would not be 
treated on its merits. The explanation as set forth in the rejection of the claims is 
believed proper and permissible. 

The claims as amended differs from the rejected claims because the amendment 
calls for notifying the base station that it received a first signal and that's the reason for 
being sent a second signal thus the base station is aware that a first signal was 
transmitted to the mobile phone by a fixed transmitter. 

The claims as rejected calls for transmitting a second signal to the base station in 
response to the first signal this slightly differs from the amendment because the base 
station need not know that a fixed transmitter (station) sent the mobile phone a first 
signal and that's the reason why it's responding with a second signal to the base 
station. 

The amended language calls for notify the base station that "it received 
something" via a second signal. 

The amended limitation would require further search and/or consideration. 

Dunn teaches transmitting a second signal from a mobile phone to a base station 
in response to a first signal from a range transceiver and after which a user can be 
billed accordingly, noting that the rates would be different in (see fig. 2, col. 15 lines 25- 
col17, emphasis on col. 15 lines 63-col. 16 line 5). 
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The examiner cited Hillis for the sake of argument to teach changing rates based 
on location in (see col. 2 line 51-col. 3 line 7, col. 8 lines 17-21, col. 9 lines 5-14), even 
though arguably Dunn teaches so in (see col. 16 lines 59-67).
